A GOOD SUGGESTION. 
If the report be true that Secretary Sher­ 
man will suggest in his annual report to 
Congress that the Treasury shall not be 
compelled to coin at least two millions of 
the standard silver idoli&r per month, we 
believe that it will have the effect to cause 
some modification of the silver law to be 
made. Under the present law there is a 
good deal of coining done to no practical 
pnrpose. Already 45 millions ot the so­ 
called standard dollars have been coined. 
Of 
this 
vast 
number, 
not 
ten 
millions are in circulation. The 35 mil­ 
lions are securely locked up In the treas­ 
ury vaults, doing no good to the Govern­ 
ment or the people. The folly of coining 
a piece of money which the people do not 
want, which cannot be freely used, and 
which, if sent abroad, would be dishonored, 
is apparent to 
every intelligent man. 
What is desired lo tho shape of coin, is 
something which bears upon its face tho 
mark of absolute honesty. It it be gold, 
let it be worth every cent of the amount 
represented upon its lace, and if it be a 
■.silver dollar, let it be an honest dollar, 
one which will be worth as much on ono 
side of the Atlantic as on the other. It is 
only by closely adhering to this principle 
that the silver dollars of the United States 
will get into general circulation. Even 
when actual weight calls for one hundred 
cent they will bo difficult to place many 
millions of them rn the pockets of Hie peo­ 
ple, because they are not a convenient 
coin ; but to coin tens of millions of them 
when they are more or less debased, makes 
their circulation still more difficult, and it is 
no wonder that they must ^go beggiog tor 
friends. 
Under ‘.he present law, Secretary Sher­ 
man must coin 
at least two millions 
a month, and the mints 
are turn­ 
ing out this .number for no other pur­ 
pose 
than 
to 
glut 
the 
treasury 
vaults. Should Congress refuse to modify 
the coinage bill, there is no telling what 
the result of this rapid increase of silver 
dollars will be. 
It certainly can not be 
very beneficial to the monetary interests of 
the country. It is to be hoped that both 
parties in Congress will seriously consider 
this subject, and will not go crazy over the 
idea that stacks of dipped dollars in the 
treasury is jast what the country needs. 
This matter should be thoughtfully stud ltd 
and thoroughly discussed, and if possible, 
some means should 
be provided 
by 
which the silver dollar will find friends 
and get into circulation. Tho people de­ 
mand common sense and practical legisla­ 
tion as regards the silver dollar, and it is to 
be hoped that Congress will take the mat­ 
ter in hand and remedy the difficulty under 
which the Government labors In disposing 
of its standard silver dollar.

SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 
The banquet being over, increasing calls 
from several parts cl the three halls caused 
an organization tor speeches. General 
Sherman, as Chairman, arose and called 
tor silence. He then directed the servants 
to withdraw, and bespoke as great silence 
as possible, owing to the vastness of the 
auditorium. He continued: 
“Again, gentlemen, I call you to order. 
We have a long list before us, and one of 
the richest I have ever had spread before 
me, aud I am supremely anxious that this 
evening shall be a bright one in our future 
memory. 
We can only accomplish this 
result by almost absolute silence. So I beg, 
and almost implore, of you, every man, to 
be just as quiet as possible, because sounds 
added together reverberate in this hall and 
will spoil the best speech which can possi­ 
bly be made. I want the musicians now to 
understand that I am very much pleased 
with their perlormance to-night thus tar. 
The music has been good and (appropriate 
in the highest degree. I merely ask them 
now, where the programme calls for music 
to simply give us Bolt strains. 
J ust a soli 
strain, to leave, as it were, a loop between 
two speeches. Now, with a few simple 
admonition of this kkind, gentlemen, we 
we will have an evening to-night, lf you 
please, of charming entertainment. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] I do not pretent to say anything 
myself, but will call the toasts exactly in 
the way in which they are recorded on 
this 
programme 
before 
me, 
merely 
introducing each speaker. There happen 
to be three absent. 
In their places the 
committee has suggested substitutes, and I 
have recorded their names, so that the 
speeches will follow each other in quick 
succession. 
Each speaker is simply re­ 
quested to speak as long as he holds his 
audience. (.Loud applause.] As to applause, 
gentlemen, recollect that tnat takes a good 
deal of time. A good hearty laugh, a good 
mark of applause, is all right, but do not 
drawl it out into the long gigllog, into 
mere noise. Let it all be short and em­ 
phatic. 
[Laughter] 
Now, gentlemen 
we will proc* ;d at once to the regular 
order of business. 
I am pleased to see 
everybody smiling and pleasant, and I 
believe that we can pitch our voices from 
this end of the hall to reach the further 
end; and the other speakers, many of them 
are distributed in your midst, and they 
will speak irom their present places, either 
by getting on a chair or standing as they 
please, and wherever they are I beg the 
audience to give each and every one a 
respectful hearing. Thanking you, now I 
will call she first regular toast: 
A voice at the other end suggested the 
sounds there were rather indistinct. 
General Snerman—I appeal to my com­ 
rades rn the right room and the left, are 
you content that you eau hear ? 


A hundred voices—Yes, go on. 
Therefore, hold your peace. [Applause I 
I announce the first regular toast, “Our 
country, her place among the nations,” the 
response by Gen. Ulysses 8 Grant. 
[Loud 
shouts, hundreds waving handkerchiefs 
napkins, and many getting upon chairs 
and swinging their arms.J 
GENERAL GRANT. 
General Grant arose, and stood quietly 
till tho subsiding ovation permitted film to 
speak. His remarks were as follows: 
Mr. President and Gent! mien of the Soddy 
of the Army of the Tennessee amt Guests: 
Notice was sent to me some time ago 
that I was to respond to a toast here. Bat 
I paid no attention to it at the tlmo, anc 
had no idea until I got bere of the toast 
that I was to respond to. 
I had rcliec 
upon it that there would be a half dozen 
or more speakers before I would bu called 
upon, and that duriog that time there 
would bo a man out in the hall that I 
wanted to see [laughter], or that I would 
execute some dank movement by which I 
woald get out of it. 
Finding, however, 
upon my arrival here, that I was to be the 
firs; one called upon, and hardly leeiing it 
to be proper to look for “that man” so 
early in the evening, I must be my own 
substitute. 
Had the President of your 
soeiety called some others I know you 
would have heard 
much 
more 
said 
about 
the 
position 
of 
the country 
among the nations of the earth than I can 
say to you. I can feel what your Mayor 
would have said it the Freedom had call­ 
ed on his name. 
But as I have to say a word, I shall rely 
upon your signifying, in a very few mo­ 
ments, your lagging interest so as to let 
me off. The President has given notice 
that we are not to speak any longer than 
we can hold the audiecce. [Laughter. I 
Our nation we have been in the habit 
ourselves of looking upon as being one oi 
the first nations of the earth. 
For a long 
period back the Yankee had not only a 
very respectable opinion of himself indi­ 
vidually, but of h<s country as well. It 
has been our own opinion that we had 
nothing to fear in a contest with any other 
power. I am pleased to say that, from the 
observations thai I have been able to make 
n the last two and a half years, we are be­ 
ginning to be regarded a little by other 
lowers as we in our vanity have hereto- 
ore regarded ourselves. [Applause.] 
We 
do, among nations, I thing, to-day, not 
only in our own conceit, but with the ac­ 
knowledgment of other nations, occupy a 
position ot one of the first powers in all that 
goes to mako up a great nationality. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
We have the strength, we have 
the individual self-assertion and indepen­ 
dence, and we have to a greater degree 
than almost any other nation the power of 
colonizing, of settling up new country, 
opening it and developing it. 
We have 
also the very great advantage of being 
without neighbors to molest or make us 
afraid, it Is true, we have a northern 
frontier and we have a southern frontier, 
bat we get along with a very small army. 
We keep no standing army, and what little 
we 
do 
have, as 
some 
one 
re­ 
marked the other day, is a standing army 
because it has no time to sit down. [Great 
applause and laughter, during which the 
speaker turned and exchanged, laughing, 
some words with General Sherman which 
were not audible, however, across the ta­ 
ble.] I do not Enow anything that I can 
specially add to what I have said, except 
in the way of advice, and that is: let us be 
true to ourselves ; avoid all bitterness and 
ill-feeling, either on the part of sections or 
parties, toward each other ; avoid quarrel­ 
ing among ourselves, and we need have no 
fear for the future about maintaining the 
stand which we have taken among nations, 
so far as foes from foreign nations goes.

STRICT ECONOMY. 


An Excellent Showing for Hayes' 
Administration. 


W a s h in g to n , N ov. 13—The clean char­ 
acter of the Hayes’ administration has re­ 
ceived frequent illustrations of late. It is 
now learned that Secretary Thompson will 
cover into tho Treasury over #1,000,000 
which was appropriated to his department 
but not used, owing to the very rigid econ­ 
omy which he has enlorced in the bureau 
of that service. The appropriation for his 
own office is not all used] aud every bureau 
under him returns a surplus land to tne 
Treasury. It is the first time that this 
has been accomplished in the Navy De­ 
partment, and such a thing has seldom 
been Known in any branch of the govern­ 
ment. Generally there is a deficiency, 
which has to be covered by an additional 
appropriation. 


IMPORTANT DECISION. 


M il w a u k e e , N ov. 13—The Stato S u ­ 
preme Court has rendered a decision of 
great importance to the city of Atli Waukee,

Lincoln’s Address at Gettysburg. 
From the Baltimore American. 
Colonel Ward Lainon, tile author of a 
“Life of Abraham Lincoln,” and who was 
Marshal of this district during his Admin­ 
istration. being present 
a discussion 
which occurred a day or two stnce concern­ 
ing the merits of the now famous Gettys­ 
burg speech, surprised his hearers by mak­ 
ing the following statement: “I was pres­ 
ent on that memorable occasion, and heard 
Mr. Lincoln’s speech. 
I was never more 
disappointed in my lite.

Mr. Seward concurred in this opinion, and 
told me that ho had hoped for something 
better from Air. Lincoln. Edward Everett, 
the orator of tho day, when asked what he 
thought of the President’s speech, ob­ 
served that it was not what he had antici­ 
pated, ard that Mr. Lincoln had signally 
failed to come to his expectations.

was 
that 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
had 
ii it 
been 
equal 
to the occa­ 
sion, aud had, in fact, acquitted himself 
poorly. 
The real worth of the Immortal 
words uttered by Mr. Lincoln upon the 
Gettysburg battle field was not discovered 
until after his assassination. In corrobor­ 
ation of this assertion, Mr. Lainon points 
to the leading newspapers of that period, 
not one of which, to his knowledge, dis­ 
covered the greatness of that speech before 
its author’s death. 
Prom tho Cincinnati Commercial. 
The above is a remarkable statement, to 
say the least. 
The writer of this was also 
present on that memorable occasion. He 
remembers how patiently the great crowd 
stood about the platform in the presence of 
the new made trenches and graves of the 
patriot soldiers, while Mr. Everett deliv­ 
ered his elaborate and highly-polished 
oration.

Everett, even handsomer in his sllyer- 
white hair curling about his head thau In 
middle life, faultlessly dressed, with a mod­ 
ulated voice and graceful action, delivering 
his well-balanced periods, and the Presi­ 
dent, tall, ungainly, but with every line of 
his face expressive of care and griefs 
delivering his short and epigrammatic 
sentences in a shrill, piping voice. There 
was as much difference in the manner as 
in the matter of the two speakers, and 
whatever may have been the effect upon 
the “visiting statesmen” and others on the 
stand, there was no doubt of it on the 
plain people around 
it. A9 he pro­ 
nounced 
those 
now 
immortal 
words 
a 
visible 
sensation 
ran 
through tho crowd, and tears tell from eyes 
not easily moved to weeping. The oration 
of Air Everett abounding in classical ref­ 
erences and faultless in rhetoric, did not 
move the hearts of the people as did the 
plain, senteneous speech of Air Lincoln. 
That we know, for the effect was to be 
seen. It was an occasion, however, when 
all hearts were subdued, and whatever 
men felt was only seen iu the quivering 
lip and silent tear. 
Air Lamon is also mistaken in saying 
that the real worth of Mr Lincoln’s words 
at Getty sburg was not discovered until 
after his assassination. On the contrary, 
the full text was published in all the tele­ 
graphic reports 
of 
the 
dedica 
Hon of the cemetery, and passages in It 
were quoted so frequently by writers for 
the press, long before the assassination, 
that they became as familiar as household 
words. The speech was republished also 
In England, and translated and widely 
publisned on the Continent, where it was 
considered one of his most remarkable 
utterances. 
There was also a story cur­

when Mr Everett was asked his opinion of 
the speech, he replied he would willingly 
give all he had written or spoken that day 
to be the author of it.”
